An 18-year-old Fairfax youth died yesterday from 
an accidental wound while target practicing with three 
companions at Bon Tempe Lake. 


A .22 caliber bullet entered the right abdomen of

WASHINGTON (UPD—A Dem­ 
ocratic leader seized on the ex­ 
plosion of America’s first moon 
rocket today as a “grim warn­ 
ing” that this country is be­ 
hind Russia in missile develop­ 
ment. 
Simultaneously, 
high 
mili­ 
tary officials here, as well as 
foreign sources, said the Rus­ 
sians may now beat the United 
States to the moon. 
The nation’s first moon rock­ 
et, launched from Cape Can­ 
averal, Fla., yesterday morn­ 
ing, exploded after traveling 
only 50,000 feet in 77 seconds. 
Its first-stage Thor missile— 
the Air Force’s intermediate 
range ballistic missile (IRBM) 
—exploded and demolished the 
entire three-stage rocket. 
Lt. Gen. Roscoe Wilson, Air 
Force research and develop­ 
ment chief, said a new U.S. try 
to shoot a rocket to the vicinity 
of the moon would be made in 
another 28 days. 
But Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, 


who long has demanded 
a 
greater step-up in U.S. space 
and missile development, saw 
the blowup as a timely warning 
to Americans. 
Johnson, chairman of the 
Senate Space C o m m i t t e e , 
agreed with several other Con­ 
gressmen that the moon fail­ 
ure was not too significant in 
itself because it was the first 
trial “and the chances of suc­ 
cess were uncertain at best.” 
“What is significant,” John­ 
son said in a statement, “is 
that we are still having so 
much trouble with our best 
and most thoroughly tested 
rockets. 
“This is a grim warning to 
America. Our best is second 
best and unless we step up the 
pace we won’t be in the race 
at all.” 
General Wilson said the Rus­ 
sians might beat the United 
States to the moon because 
their location would give them 
“an earlier shot by a day or 
two” when conditions next are 
ready — a little less than a 
month hence.

It was a .32 cali­ 
ber Colt automatic with one 
bullet in the chamber and 
seven in the clip. 
Sellars started boasting of 
his prowess: how he could 
shoot the glasses on the count­ 
er and could “shoot jack rab­ 
bits on the run.” 
In the res­ 
taurant were Mrs. Barnett, the 
two truck drivers and a couple 
sitting at the counter. 
Amos and Donald Sorrells 
of Guerneville, whose lumber 


truck was parked outside, said 
Sellers pointed the gun at 
them.

ed for passage. 
The roll call vote was 190 
for the bill and 198 againsfe— 
in other words, the bill did not 
even muster a simple majority, 
let alone the two-thirds vote 
required for passage under to­ 
day’s procedure. 
Republicans protested that 
they had no chance to amend 
the bill and that it had not 
been considered by the House 
Labor Committee. 
But Rep. James Roosevelt (D-

sue, rather than legislation te 
deal with labor abuses. 
Roosevelt drewr boos from 
the GOP side of the House 
when he charged “they want 
to beat labor over the head in 
the campaign” this fall. 
The reform bill, an out­ 
growth of disclosure by the 
Senate’s Labor Rackets Com­ 
mittee, had passed the Senate 
by an 88 to 1 vote June 17. 
It was designed to safeguard 
i union funds and promote dem- 
I ocratic procedures in union af- 
1 fairs by requiring public re­ 
ports on union finances and se­ 
cret elections of officers. 
The AFL-CIO E x e c u t i v e 
Council made a last-minute 
plea for House passage as the 
only way to get “remedial leg* 
islation” from Congress this 
year.

TODAY'S EDITO RIAL 
Five Words Nullify Effect 
Of Right-To-Know Stand 


President Eisenhower signed into law 
last week a one-sentence bill which 
should be of great help in keeping free 
the publics right to know the workings 
of its government. 
The new law merely declares that a 
169-ycar-old statute empowering federal 
department heads to make rules on the 
use of department records, does not 
authorize withholding of information 
from the public. 
The bill was introduced by Congress­ 
man John E. Moss, Sacramento Demo­ 
crat, who has led the fight against se­ 
crecy in government. His subcommittee 
turned up instance after instance where 
department heads, or their subordin­ 
ates, have clamped the lid of secrecy 
on activities of their departments, citing 
this 1789 law as an excuse. 
Moss has always been interested in 
the availability of information to the 
public. Apparently he was active at the 
Democratic convention in Sacramento a 
week ago, for the Democratic party 
came up with a platform plank which 
declares: 
“Information concerning government 
activities at all levels should be freely 
available, as a matter of right, to the 
citizens and to the press. The Demo­ 
cratic Party supports this principle and 
dedicates itself to the furtherance of 
this policy.” 
If the Democratic plank had stopped 
right there, we would have applauded it 
loudly. Especially so because the Re­ 
publican platform didn't delve into this 
important field. 


But, as an illustration of how plat­ 
forms are compromised clear out of ef­ 
fectiveness, the Democratic plank went 
on one more sentence: 


“We believe that only such informa­ 
tion which directly affects the national 
security or which is specifically restrict­ 
ed can or should be withheld from the 
public." 


Those five words in bold type nullify 
the entire plank. It is just because bu­ 
reaucrats at various levels of govern­ 
ment were “specifically restricting" in­ 
formation that Moss had to introduce 
the bill the President just signed. 


We’ve heard Congressman Moss talk 
on the public's right-to-know. He stres­ 
ses that in most cases the high level 
policy about freedom of information is 
of the best. But, he goes on, underlings 
who feel they have the best judgment 
on what the people should or shouldn't 
know, ignore these policies. 


It is to these people that the Demo­ 
cratic plank gives aid. comfort, and in­ 
deed, authorization. 
We can’t under­ 
stand how Congressman Moss would let 
such a plank slip through. We believe 
he would have added two words, to make 
it read “specifically restricted by law." 


We're sorry he didn't. But we hope 
that any Democratic candidates elected 
in November will add them mentally. 
And we hope successful Republican can­ 
didates will adopt such a policy even 
though they had no election plank to 
stand on.

Voters Probably Lucky That Party 


Platforms Are Mostly Forgotten 


S A C R A M E N T O iCNSi— 
Party platforms 
are 
a 
big 
thing during the hectic and 
sometimes eloquent debates 
concerning their adoption at 
the biennial conventions of 
California’s two m ajor politi­ 
cal parties. 
Fortunately, for the most 
part, they are as stale as left­ 
over hash by the time the 
election campaign has been 
completed and, when the old 
party resumes office or the 
new one takes over, platforms 
are well out in governm ent’s 
left field. 


H I R I N G THE RECENT 
conventions, the Republicans 
adopted 
a 
platform 
of 
14 
pages in length, although it 
must be said most of the 
pages were less than half full. 
The Democrats, meeting a 
w-eek later, adopted a plat­ 
form of 34 pages, mostly all 
well filled. 
Those who wish 
to assume that the Democrats 
then are two and one-half 
times as good as the Repub­ 
licans, on basis of platform 
verbiage, of course, are wel­ 
come to do so. 


THERE’S ONE significant 
difference in the platforms, 
aside from the differences in 
policy. 
It might be boiled 
down to this: 
The 
G O P 
is 
“for" 
or 
“ against” 
things; 
but 
the 
Democrats, in addition to the 
“ for or against,” want to ap­ 
point commissions, boards or 
departm ents to do something 
about them. 
It’s at this point of naming 
all such boards or commis­ 
sions that the public is for­ 
tunate that few of the pro­ 
posals ever get beyond the 
platform stage. 
The 
Republicans, 
briefly, 
are for education, the work­ 
ing man, reforestation, out­ 
door recreation, water devel­ 
opment, rights to the Colo­ 
rado River, living within the 
present tax structure, veter­ 
ans. mineral and oil develop­ 
ment, free elections, non-dis- 
crimination and human wel­ 
fare, and are opposed to com­ 
munism and narcotics, among 
other things. 


THE DEMOCRATS are for 
all these things, but addition- 


ally favor school lunches, civil 
service, a lower voting age, 
higher pensions, and unem­ 
ployment insurance benefits 
of two-thirds of the regular 
salary. They are against fra­ 
ternities and sororities, non- 
disloyalty oaths, 
cross-filing 
in elections and the respon­ 
sible relatives clause in the 
welfare laws. 
However, the Democrats, in 
the platform, advocate a State 
Planning Commission (a) to 
conserve productive soil and 
farm wealth and lb) to de­ 
velop a state Master Plan for 
physical development; an Ad­ 
visory Commission on Indian 
Affairs; a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission: a Cali­ 
fornia 
Tax 
Study 
Commis­ 
sion; a Low-Cost Home Mort­ 
gage Fund; an Economic De­ 
velopment Agency; 
a Com­ 
mittee to Restudy the Public 
Utilities 
Commission 
opera­ 
tion and laws which effect it; 
a State Department of Trans­ 
portation; and a Commission 
to Stabilize Labor Needs of 
Agricultural Areas. 
It might be noted that the 
state already has more than 
100 agencies of one sort or 
another, ranging all the way 
f r o m 
one 
for 
Abandoned 
Property to Zoning, Airport 
Approach.

Keep Soviet Leaders On Defensive 


President Eisenhower has 
shown that it could be done— 
that it was possible to give a 
sturdy defense of American- 
British action in Lebanon and 
Jordan that was positive, not 
negative, and that was con­ 
structive without being apolo­ 


getic. 


The President’s candid, ap­ 
pealing address from the ros­ 
trum of the U.N. leaves the 
81 nations of the General As­ 
sembly with a momentous de­ 
cision: 
W hether to accept the ex­ 
plicit responsibility of pro­ 
tecting the Mid-East countries 
from direct and indirect ag­ 
gression and to begin a pro­ 
gram 
of 
economic 
better­ 
ment, first through Arab in­ 
itiative— that was Eisenhow­ 
er's appeal. 
Or, w hether to condemn 
the United States and Britain 
as aggressors because they 
responded to the desperate 
call of the Lebanese and Jor- 
d a n i a n 
governments 
and 
then, after asking for the 
withdrawal of Ameritan and 
British troops, to put nothing 
adequate in their place to se­ 
cure the peace—that was the 
appeal of Andrei Gromyko, 
Soviet Foreign Minister. 


IT IS NOT YET evident 
what constructive action, if 
any, the United Nations will 
take; a two-thirds vote is re­ 
quired. 
It is evident that Eisenhow­ 
e r’s 
calm, 
frank, 
forward- 
looking words had a sobering 
effect. 
From 
the 
immediate 
re­ 
sponse it seemed clear to me 
that the United Nations is not 
going to join Gromyko in a 
denunciation of the U. S. and 
Britain. There is a fair pros­ 
pect that it will authorize 
measures of its own which, in 
the end, will permit the An­ 
glo-American forces to with­ 
draw. 
The President’s refusal to 
be trapped into a snarling 
propaganda brawl w-ith the 
Soviet delegate and his posi­ 
tive program to further Arab 
independence and g r o w t h 
contributed to that end. 


G R O M Y K O ’ S HEAVY- 
HANDED, overly-virtuous de­ 
nunciation of the motives and 


acts of the West seemed to 
me to win him few new sup­ 
porters, if any. 


Eisenhower’s 
speech 
was 
well adapted to his United 
Nations audience, overwhelm­ 
ingly made up, as it is, of 
small nations. 


He put the central issue 
with care and clarity. 


His argument was: 


That the Soviets were seek­ 
ing to create the impression 
“that if small nations are as­ 
sisted in their desire to sur­ 
vive, 
t h a t 
endangers 
the 
peace.” 


That if the U.N. condemns 
America and Britain for aid­ 
ing Lebanon and Jordan, it 
will be making “it an inter­ 
national crime to help a small 
nation maintain its independ­ 
ence” and that under such a 
doctrine “the possibilities of 
conquest are unlimited.” 


HE THEN BROUGHT the 
point home to every one of 
the U.N. members, many of 
whom cannot themselves feel 
very secure, by saying that 
he, for one, “doubted that a 
single free government in all 
the 
world 
would 
willingly 
forego the right to ask for 
help if its sovereignty were 
imperiled.” 


By coming here to the U.N., 
the President took matters in 
his own hands over the re­ 
sistance of some of his ad­ 
visers. He did well to do so. 
He has kept Khrushchev and 
Gromkyo on the defensive.

It contended they had 
been snarled for six years with 
costly errors, inefficiency, riv­ 
alry and second-guessing.

Planning To 
Buy House? 
Do It Now 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Buy 
now, the experts say, if you’re 
thinking about getting a house. 
To a man. banking and hous­ 
ing authorities here agree that 
interest rates and new home 
prices have touched bottom for 
the foreseeable future. Mort- 
! gage money, meanwhile, con­ 
tinues in abundant supply. 
How long before borrowing 
costs start turning up is one 
on which the experts hesitate 
to speculate. They agree, how­ 
ever, that with mortgage inter­ 
est 
rates 
traditionally 
more 
sluggish than others, no notice­ 
able upturn is likely before au­ 
tumn. 
But they also agree that the 
recent easing of rates and the 
availability of loan money has 
ended. 
“Families today are getting 
a better buy in the ho usin g , 
m arket than they were just a j 
year ago,” W. Franklin Morri­ 
son, president of the National 
League of Insured S a v i n g s 
Assns., told United Press In­ 
ternational. “ But how long this 
will continue is a m atter of se­ 
rious question.” 
Morrison noted that half of j 
this year’s output of new hous­ 
es is selling for $14.300, com­ 
pared to a median price of $15,- i 
000 in 1957. 
“The 
builders 
have 
been 
hungry. They’ve been going all 
out” was the way one authori­ 
tative building industry source 
explained it. “But with mate- j 
rials, prices and wages ris in g ! 
they're going to change their 
tune.” 
Most opinion that the 1958 
drop in interest rates has end­ 
ed was based on the recent 
dive in prices in the govern­ 
ment 
securities 
market. 
An­ 
other indication comes from 
the Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration which reported an in­ 
crease of one-tenth of a point 
from July 1 to Aug. 1 in prices

for 
FHA-insured 
m ort­ 
gages traded in the secondary 
market. That gain compared 
with an average rise of three- 
tenths of a point per month in 
the first six months of the year. 
The maximum FHA rate of 
5 4 per cent is still competi­ 
tive and will be for a while. 
FHA boss Norman P. Mason 
told UP!. 
On conventional mortgages, 
the FHA reports, interest rates 
fell from a national average of 
6 per cent to 5.6 per cent in the 
first half of the year.

“I’m happy to have it over 
with,” he sighed. 
NEPHEW BURNED 
Herman vanished Aug. 
4, 
the day his nephew Frank Kier­ 
dorf, 54, staggered into a Pon­ 
tiac 
hospital 
with 
horrible 
burns. Police believe he was 
burned while setting fire to a 
dry cleaning shop in Flint. 
Before he died three days 
later, he said he was burned 
deliberately by two men. But 
police said their investigation 
disproved the story. 
Denying 
emphatically 
any 
connection with the reputed 
arson, Herman said he surren­ 
dered because he really had no 
reason to hide. He also insist­ 
ed that his ex-convict nephew 
had not burned himself. 
UNBELIEVING 
“Why should Frank set that 
place on fire as an arson job?” 
he asked. “I just don’t believe 
Frank would do a thing like j 
that.” 
Clutching a big cigar and 
wearing an Ivy League cap. 
Herman gave h i m s e l f up I 
promptly at the agreed time of j 
10 p.m. His son Richard had i 
acted as intermediary with po­ 
lice. 
“I am a sick man,” he told 
reporters, referring to a heart 
condition. He added that an- j 
other reason he turned himself j 
in was that lie felt sorry that i 
Chief Assistant P r o s e c u t o r 
George Taylor of O a k l a n d 
County was “taking a rap.” 


It was Taylor, a chief inves­ 
tigating officer in the Frank 
Kierdorf fire death mystery, 
who let Herman have his free­ 
dom Aug. 4 after he had been 
questioned. 


“I’m sorry I caused so much 
trouble,” Herman said apolo­ 
getically. 
Later, Michigan Atty. Gen. 
Paul L. Adams issued a state­ 
ment in which he said he still 
believed Herman was the key 
to the fire mystery. 
“There is every indication 
Herman was involved unless 
this was a deliberate attempt 
to throw the police off the 
track,” Adams said. 
Adams said the evidence in­ 
dicates that the cleaning plant 
fire* was set for “some objec­ 
tive of the Teamsters Union” 
or that an arsonist did it on 
his own account.” 
“It is possible it will lead to 
higher-ups but it also could be 
a private gripe,” Adams said. 
He said he would attempt to 
learn whether there has been 
a connection between a wave 
of cleaning shop bombings in 
Detroit earlier this year and 
the Flint fire.

by Senate Democratic leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
as a “grim warning” to Ameri­ 
cans that this country is be­ 
hind Russia in missile develop­ 
ment. 
But most officials stressed 
that there had been little ex­ 
pectation of success in this na­ 
tion’s first effort to probe the 
mysteries of the moon at close 
range. 
They maintained the 
failure was not significant

One of the Army rockets was 
believed to be a Jupiter C Ex­ 
plorer satellite launcher and 
the other a basic Jupiter of the 
type to be used as the main 
stage of the Army’s reconnais­ 
sance rocket. 
The Army’s moon rocket, it 
was reported, would consist of 
five stages, one more than the 
Jupiter C which has orbited 
three earth satellites.

Marin Girl Tells 
Of German Life 
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SCIENTISTS STILL MYSTIFIED 
BY RED TIDE OFF CALIFORNIA 
SAN DIEGO (rP—The red tide which exploded along 
California’s southern coast this summer is classified by 
scientists as one of the true mysteries of the sea. 
They know that it is caused by astronomical numbers 
of tiny organisms, but they don’t know how or why. 
The organisms, called gonyaulax polyedro, are l-2500th 
of an inch in diameter. They look like armor-plated walnut 
shells girdled by an indented groove where the halves join. 
They have two tails for swimming, one wrapped 
around the girdle. 
Dr. Andreas B. Rechnitzer, Navy electronics laboratory 
biologist, and Dr. Beatrice Sweeney, Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography biologist, made a study of the red tide. 
It is red by day and has a phosphorescent glow by 
night. 
Dr. Sweeney said the organisms are always present 
off the coast in summer months but rarely occurred in 
such numbers as this summer.
